WAR CHESS GAME REVOLUTIONIZED. 
. At the English maneuvers the aeroplane enabled 
_ every move on each side to be detected and cir- 
cumvented by countermoves, and the counter- 
moves in turn to be opposed by further moves. 
The same futile intricacy in strategy, ending 
iu what was called a “magnificent muddle,” but 
not war as heretofore understood, resulted at the 
French maneuvers. The German maneuvers are 
said to have been more decisive only because one 
Side had an inferiority to the other in aerial scout- 
ing facilities that is not likely to be present in 
the actual wars of the future between great na- 
tions. 

Because of the aeroplane the war game will have 
to be unlearned and relearned by the experts. It 
is as if new pieces with powers differing from 
those of the old pieces now used were suddenly 
introduced into chess. Italian success over the 
Turks is attributed to the failure of the latter, 
apt jpupils though they are, to master the new 
conditions of the game. Because of greater fa- 
cility in obtaining aeroplanes, as well as other 
kinds of equipment, organized governments ought 
to be placed in a position of advantage over irreg- 
ular revolutionary forces. Why has not Madero 
made a larger use of aeroplanes in suppressing 
thé insurrectionists? It would overcome topograph- 
icaldifficulties especially favorable to the rebels. 

Bloody hand-to-hand fighting must decide the 
wars of the future more than strategy, say French 
experts. Aeroplanes seem to have revolutionized 
the conditions of land fighting as dreadnaughts 
have the conditions of naval fighting. ‘If the 
greater waste in human life caused by the one 1s 
— — to the greater waste in money caused 

‘the other, both must be effective agencies in 
hastening the day of universal peace.

Wilson's) statement abo 
my being misled by “bad advisers,” I wish 
him and everyone to understand that I have 
been and will continue to the end of my term 
President of the United States, in all that the 
title implies.” 

Isn’t it a rather startling announcement from 
one whom we suspected of being President in 
name only, or as proxy? 

In any event, it serves to remind us forcibly 
of how much the title of President of the United 
States does imply. It describes the most digni- 
fied and powerful office in the world. In the 
| sense of ‘ndividual powers, the combined rulers 


}of Europe and Asia have less capacity to affect 


the destinies of mankind than the President of 
this country. Thomas Jefferson and Abraham 
Lincoln as statesmen in the executive chair have 
exerted more influence for good upon the human 
race than all of the kings of the past century. 

“Executive power” is a mighty phrase, a mighty 
endowment within the light of America’s expe- 
rience. ‘“‘The executive power,” says the Constitu- 
tion in creating and describing the office and 
the title, “shall be vested in a President of the 
United States of America.” And thereafter the 
Constitution proceeds to clothe him with a broad 
administrative capacity, repeatedly using the 
phrase “he may,” and “he shall have power.” 
His very oath of office calls for the exercise of 
great and undefined powers to preserve, protect 
and defend the Constitution. 

The power of the President is supreme in its 
sphere, nordn the century ard a quarter since its 
functions originated has the power of the execu- 
tive been seriously questioned by the co-ordinate 
branches of government. On the contrary, the 
presidency has grown to towering proportions by 
the increasing exercise of its functions. Its powers 
have expanded until at times they have been 
viewed as menacing the stability of constitutional 
government. 

Their “arbitrary” extension has ‘been decried. 
They have seemed almost commensurate with 
despotism. ‘ : 

The “moral” power of the presidency, in ad- 
dition to the express and implied powers strictly 
construed, is fairly immeasurable. Its direct ap- 
peal to the people to sway them and through them 
to sway or to compel Congress gives it virtually 
the force of a legislative function, in addition to 
the recommendatory influence and veto power 
upon laws. Most of the laws of the land have 
been first drawn in Presidents’ messages and they 
have been passed either through the Presidents’ 
influence on Congress or compulsion of Congress 
by control of the people. 

What has Mr. Taft done with the great powers 
of the office? What has he made of the vast op- 
portunities for the benefit of the American people 
that lay before the presidency in 1908? Is there 
one great piece of legislation, one great work ac- 
complished, one conspicuous or effective executive 
order by which he will be remembered? 

Under Mr. Taft the presidency has shrutik. 
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Gov. Hadley’s scornful prediction that the Dem- 
ocrats will never give home rule to Missouri cities 
is a reminder that Gov. Hadley did not give it to 
them. 
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EACH AFTER HIS KIND. 

A careful perusal of the much talked of address 
of Prof. E. A. Schaefer before the British Associa- 
tion for the Advancement of science recently, 
shows that the utmost the learned scientist claimed 
as a pessibility of organic chemistry was that it 
might produce artificial living matter. The con- 
stituents of living matter, he showed, are not so 
numerous as was supposed. Those constantly pres- 
ent are carbon, hydrogen, oxygen, nitrogen, phos- 
phorus, “certain inorganic saits” and water. “ine 
combination of these elements,” he said, ‘into a 
colloidal compound represents the chemical basis 
of life; and when the chemist succeeds in building 
up this compound it will without doubt be found 
to exhibit .we phenomena which we are in the 
habit of associating with the term ‘life.’ ” 

When the scientist succeeds in producing a 
stable compound of the various elements he now 
finds in living substance, he expects it to show 
all the phenomena of a living thing. But what 
thing—a bacterium, a mollusk, a fish, an insect, an 
acorn, a guinea pig or a man? After what kind 
will] it manifest itself? 

We are all familiar with the fable of the Frank- 
enstein monster. In Mrs. Shelley’s story the scient- 
ist constructed a creature out of the remains of the 
dissecting table and galvanized it into a semblance 
of life. It nad no soul and tried to destroy its 
creator. But the supposed creation of the future 
scientist would be a chemical product entirely, 
after no living pattern. Into what possible form 
could it develop and of what possible use would 
it*be to the world?

Single Tax ae ——— Rates. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

Cheap money for building homes and a check 
on the speculative advance in lot values will cre- 
ate a building boom in the locality so favored, 
such as the world has never seen, with the pos- 
sible exception of Vancouver, B. C. 

The single tax amendments propose to untax 
money and increase the tax on lot values. In 
a state where money is taxed, the tax is paid by 
the borrower, whether the money borrowed has 
escaped taxation or not; the tax is always in- 
cluded in the rate of interest. To untax money 
would cause a decrease in the interest rate in 
Missouri of from 11-2 to 2 per cent, and because 
of the fact that over 80 per cent of all money 
escapes taxation the people of Missouri pay $10 
in excess interest for every $1 collected in taxes, 
in money. 

While a tax on money increases the price 
charged for the use of it, a tax on Jand values 
tends to decrease the price of land, or at least 
to check the speculative increase. Land is op- 
portunity, and as‘the monopoly price of oppor- 
tunity advances, industry of all kinds is in the 
same degree discouraged. 

“We must either tax commerce or land,” said 
Alexander Hamilton. “We must either tax industry 
or opportunity,” says the single taxer.

Ex-Senator Smith 





New J ersey primary results show remarkable victory for the Dem- 
ocratic presidential candidate in his contest with 
a former State boss. 





ORMER Senator Smith of New Jersey fought for re-election before the Legislature, in 
spite of the fact that his party in primary had chosen another candidate. 


Gov. 


Woodrow Wilson took part in the fight and turned the scales against Smith, At 
Baltimore the most virulent opponent of Wilson was former Senator Smith, who showed 
the livelicst dissatisfaction when the Democratic convention nominated the Governor of New 


Jersey for President.

the primaries were held. Mr. Smith carried his own county, but lost every other one in the 
State, and was defeated by a majority of over 20,000.

the result of Gov. Wilson’s contest with Boss Murphy in New York: As if he saw the 
handwriting on the wall, Murphy has since Tuesday made overtures to Senator O’Gorman, 
who is the Wilson leader in New York, for a burial of the hatchet. 


Wilson Doing Quite Well. 


New York Evening Post: The New Jersey Sen- 
atorial preference primaries constitute another 
milestone passed successfully by Gov. ‘Wilson in 
his political progress. For an academic dabbler 
in public affairs, he seems to be doing pretty well. 

Indeed in his own State he has done the trick 
sv completely that the difficulty is to remember 
that there ever was in New Jersey the condition 
that he has overthrown. With his victory signally 
reaffirmed, Gov. Wilson can dismiss from his mind 
the New Jersey part of his political cares for the 
remainder of the campaign. 


“There Are Live Bosses Left. 


New York Press: Prof. Wilson has given burial 
to a boss long since dead. Now let us see what 
he will do with the bosses who are alive and pow- 
erful. One real test at New Jersey’s primaries 
was of the Roosevelt. strength as compared with 
Taft’s.

But some of his 
party have sunk their personal feelings toward 
him for the sake of common good and they are 
not likely to be altogether satisfied when they 
find that they are expected to do all the sacrific- 
ing and that he is to do none. It would not be at 
all surprising if human nature should assert itself 
and a considerable proportion of the faction now 
handily whipped should revenge themselves in 
November by voting the Republican ticket. If 
there are many of these, the primary victory of 
September would prove sadly costly.

She and the Queen of 
Holland, a kinswoman belonging to the younger 
branch of the House of Nassau, are the only femi- 
nine rulers in Europe. 

Marie Adelaide completed her eighteenth year a 
few days before her formal accession. She is the 
eldest of the six daughters born to the late Grand 
Duke. During his life arrangements were made 
to set aside the Salic law, which prescribed a male 
succession, so that Marie AGelaide should sit on 
the throne of her fathers, and there be no chance 
after the Grand Duke’s death for that absorption 
into the German Empire, which is the nightmare 
of so many small European kingdoms. 

So, for ‘the first *’me, the reins of power In the 
Grand Duchy are in the hands of a pretty girl of 
18. The ceremony of her mounting the throne was 
in iteelf something special, for with her came an 
atmosphere of youth and brightness, in strong 
contrast to the past history of Luxemburg, with 
its stories of battles and sieges.

Granada’s Governor Supports Actress’ 
Position With Prison Terms and His 


Job Is Endangered.

GRANADA, Spain, Sept. 28.—La Belle Chelito, a 
Spanish music hall artiste who has appeared in 
America, was nearly the innocent cause of getting 
the civil governor of the beautiful Andalusian city 
of Granada dismissed, 

When she was performing in an open air thea- 
ter called the Eldorago, the Governor being in his 
box, a number of the gilded youth of the place 
demanded that she sing a song called “La Pulga” 
(The Flea) a popular but somewhat risque melody. 

As this song had been forbidden, La. Chelito 
announced from the stage that she could not grat- 
ify her audience with that particular song. The 
gilded youth insisted and caused such a tumult 
that the Governor threatened to have them turned 
out by the police if they did not immediately 
leave the theater. 


The ringleader, the son of a Marquis and a very 
important person in his own estimation, went to 
the Governor's box and, after grossly insulting 
him, seid that notwithstanding his prohibition La 
Chelito would certainly sing “La Pulga” and that 
he and his friends would defy the Governor's au- 
thority. 

Thereupon the Governor ordered this hot-headed 
youth arrested,‘and he was put in jail. On learn- 
ing this, the Marquis was furious, upheld his son's 
conduct and telegraphed to Premier Canalejas in 
Madrid that an outrage had been committed on 
his son and demanded the Governor's immediate 
resignation and punishment. 

The Governor was ordered to Madrid forthwith 

to report in person on the affair. This he hastened 
to do, and promptly cleared matters up to his own 
satisfaction, returning to Granada with the con- 
gratulations of the Minister of the Interior for 
having performed his duty. 
La Belle Chelito deemed it prudent, tn view of 
a rumor that an attack would be made on the 
Governor, to cancel her engagement and retire 
from the city of the famous Alhambra to mere 
peaceful quarters.

The story of this play deals with the 
right of woman to economic and social 
independence, meaning the right to live 
and love as she chooses, and it is told 
in a series of dramatic and cumulative- 
ly intense climaxes. The woman in thes 
case is one Mrs. Thornborough, this 
role being entrusted to the playing wf 
Hedwig Reicher, because of her effect- 
ive work when the play was “tried 
out’’ by the Drama Players of Chicago 
near the close of last season. Miss Rai- 
cher is said vividly to realize the char- 
acter, that of a woman who flercely 
yearns for the freedom which she be- 
lieves to be her sex’s right and who, of 
course, comes face to face with the 
seemingly inexorable law denying that 
such a right exists. She was supported 
by a strong company that included 
Charles Waldron in the leading mascu- 
line role and three members of the 
original experimental cast, these being 
Renee Kelly as June Thornborough, Ed- 
ward Emery as Frederick Hollis, a rail- 
Way magnate, and A. Hilton Allen as 
Hollis’ son. 


It was expected that “June Madness’”’ 
would develop into one of the big New 
York hits of the season, but, if the 
critics are correct in their estimates of 
its value, this expectation was not real- 
ized. The play seemed to fall rather 
flat, making no strong appeal. 


It is announced that Walter Dam- 
rosch has returned to New York from 
his summer vacation at an earlier mo- 
ment than-+s his custom, the reason be- 
ing that he must now busy himself with 
the task of supervising the rehearsals 
of his comic opera, “The Dove of 
Peace,”” which is to receive its pre- 
miere production at the Broadway Thea- 
ter on Monday evening, Nov. 4. 


An interesting fact th connection with 
this work is that it was first suggested 
to Damrosch by the truly “‘comic opera”’ 
capture cf the Island of Guam by an 
American battleship during the war with 
Spain. The island itself is a little speck 
of land on the bosom of the Pacific, 
and there were so many absurd happen- 
ings accompanying its breakneck sur- 
render to Uncle Sam that the entire 
country was kept in roars of laughter 
for several days. Damrosch himself 
was so tickled by the humor of the 
Guam story in real life that he immedi- 
ately sketched out the scenario for a 
comic opera, based upon that story. 
Then, in 1910, it so happened that Dam- 
rosch sat next to Wallace Irwin, the 
poet-humorist, at a private -dinner to 
Theodore Roosevelt, given by Robert 
Collier, and was greatly amused by cer- 
tain verses which Irwin wrote for the 
occasion. Immediately he asked Irwin 
to undertake the writing of the libretto 
for “The Dove of Peace,” and Irwin 
keenly appreciating the story’s oppor- 
tunities for good fun-making, gladly 
consented. Whereupon Damrosch 
promptly sat himself down to the writ- 
ing of the score, and had it finished in 
exactly three months.
